Thiers has received orders from 
Paris to notify Bismarck that his conditions 
could not be accepted, and to return to the 
capital immediately. The cause of the rup- 
ture is believed to be the persistence of Bis- 
marck in insisting on guarantees for the ces- 
sion of territory. The wer goes on. The 
Prussian Ambassador af London says the 
struggle will continue all winter. 

The Becall of Thiers Confirmed. 

VISA, Sunday, Nov. 6,4 r. M, via 
London, Nov. 6.—Thiers has received orders 
from Paris to break off negotiations for an ar- 
mistiee and leave the royal headquarters.

Vins ans, Nov. 6.—Thiers, after his in- 
terview with Bismarck, returned to the Hotel 
de Reserve, where he met the Deke 12 
Coburg, who greeted Thiers cerdially. On 
taking leave of the Prussian officers at the 
outposts, on his return to Paris, Thiers 
pointed to the public buildings of the capitol, 
and with a voiee broken by sobs, exclaimed, 
Never before have I felt how much I love 
that unfortunate city! What desolation to me 
to see it!” 

The only point now remaining unsettled 
concerning the armistice is the French de- 
mand for ammunition to be allowed to enter 
the city, which was refused by Bismarck.

A Survivor's Story. 


Savanne, Nov. 6.—On October 20, at 10 
p. m., the eteemer Varuna foundered lu the 
Gulf Stream, thirty miles from Jupiter Inlet, 
on 2 one ot the most

was finally beached on Jupiter Inlet, two of 
the men, Samuel MeOormick, fireman, and 
James Flynn, sesman, their lives in the 
breakers, The remainder of the crew—Wm. 
Kirtland, second mate; Wm. Wallace, quarter- 
mas ter, and Thomas Glennon, James Burns 
and George Watson, seamen*arnved to-day 
from Florida and left {<r * Tork. Wallace,

We left for New-York on Saturday night, at 


7 o’clock, and had fine weather up to the =. 


morning of October 20th, when a wind sprucg 
up from the south. Atnoon there was a mod- 
erate gale. As the sun went down it was 
blowing a perfect hurricane. All went well 
tili 8 o’clock, when the wind shifted to the 
southwest, the ship became unmanageable, 
and baving à list to port, the sea commenced 
rushing on board on the lee side of the 
ship, staving in the bulwarks and cabin doors. 
We tried to cet her off before the wind, ana 
put on all the steam we could, but it was 
use. I was at the wheel, and we brought her 
up to the wind again and tried to fix the 
cabin door, but the sea was rushing on board 
to such a degree that the men could not 
work. We then twisted her jib to pay her 
head off, but it. was blown into ripbons, 
although it had been snugly furled. By this 
time the sea had stoye in the engine house 
and was rushing down into the fire and en- 
gine room at the rate of many tons per min- 
ute, and the ship listing over she was fast 
filled. I lashed the wheel after the engines 
stopped and went aft to get some water; was 
very thirsty. I then menaged to get on the 
burricare deck, when I found the two ice 
beats were gone from the ship, and the men 
were getting ether boats ready, and was still 
so thirsty that I came back to the Captain's 
room and gota drink there, and opened the 
weatber-cabin door to see how the 

were bebaving, but did not see a soul, as they 
were all in their statereoms unable to come 
out on accountof the ship’s lying on her 
beam end. 

Ithen came on the hurricane deck acd 
got into the other boat, with six others then 
in. It was lying on deck waiting for the 
ship to go down, she then being nearly on 
her beam ends. Thecaptain, mate, and enzi- 
neers—ten in all—were in the boat, and in 
hes than five minutes the boats were afloat, 
but in euch a heavy sea that I was afraid we 
would get foul of the ship’s rigging. While 
the vessel wes sinking, the other boat 
hailed and asked us if we were all right, 
at d after this thesteamer got foul of their boat 
and took her down with the ship. The boats 
were Ingersoll’s metallic life boate, and 1 
thing the captain’s boat got clear and eame 
up again, as a boat bottom up was seen there 
hours afier, but no person was in it. After 
thesbip’s mast head was out of sight we 
thought ourselves all right, as the ship was 
clear of us, but we.counted without our host, 
for a heayy sea capsized the boat; but all 
managed, after great exertions, to right her 
and get in again. The ship again went down 
at 2 p. m., acd at midnight the weather mod- 
erated and was still. 

The hardships encountered by the five men 
were terrible, and while braving the elements 
sixty hours in an open beat, without food or 
water except smali drops, which served to 
moisten the tongueand aching lips, the boat 
was cast on the beach by the breakers, in 
view of the lighthouse at Jupiter Inlet. Only 
the secocd mate and aseaman were strong 
enough to drag themselves to the building 
for assistance. The rest lay exposed until 
the keeper sent a boat-to take them away. 

The passengers, thirty-six m number, with- 
out doubt all perished in their state-rooms, 
When the steamer suddenly larched over on 
her beam ends the water poured into the cabin, 
where they were securely fastened to dle a 
horrible death without even the privilege of 
battung for existence. 

It wauld ba ve been maapess, the sarvivors 
cay, to attempt to rebeue them, us the cabin 
was a trap, into which 1 was certain death to 
venture. Horrible as the thought is, nothing 
could be done by the Officers and crew but 
seve them selves. : 2
